WILMINGTON, Del., May 19.— 
“Not scicide, but murder should he 
the verdict in the case of this 
man’s death,” said Father J. F.

“HOW I WON THE DERBY” 


»Charles “Chick” Lang, Jockey Who Rode 
Reigh Count, Tells Story of Race to 
Post-Dispatch Staff Writer. 


Dictated to John T. Rogers of the Post-Dispatch just after 
the ceremonial of decorating the winning rider. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 19.—l 
was a little bit uneasy upon going 
to the post because of the likeli- 
hood of accidents on account of 
the sloppy, slippery condition of 
the course. 

The line up for the start was 
slow, the horses slipping around 
and kicking mud over all of us. 
It was a big field, too, and I was 
very careful on this account to) 
keep out.of the crowding that 
usually attends the starting of so 
large a field. 

From the very beginning I be- 
lieved that, barring accidents and 
a bad break in the luck, we had 
the race tu¢ked away, and so I 
avoided taking the usual chances | 
that we sometimes take in what is 
commonly called beating the bar- 
rier. 

Off in Third Place, 

Fortunateiry I was prepared when 
the barrier did fly up and. got 
away third, but in a good position, 
third from the rail with 20 horses 


off to my right and not crowding. 
Reigh Count is not a speedy start- 
er and Misstep toek the pace at 
once. We all passed the grand 
stand in the first quarter at a re- 
markably fast pace considgring the 
puddle underfoot. At this point 
I was in fourth place. Reigh Count 
was finding hard and firm footing 
under the mud and was springing 
along with amazing vigor and ease. 
We were well up in the running 
and éscaping most of the flood of 
mud that was being kicked up in 
the faces of those further back. 
But we were getting our share of 
this, which almost obscured my 
vision. 

Chiavetta on Blackwood was 
making a fine run tw catch Mis- 
step around the first turn but I 
kept my position. The bad breaks 
that made me uneasy had not come 
and I was sitting easy with my 
mount well in hand, but tugging to 
take the pace from Misstep, which 
in the first quarter took a lead of 
several lengtha. 

Reigh Count, too, seemed to set- 
tle down and was running so easy 
at the half that I let him move up 
and he was at the side of Misstep 
in a dozen jumps. Then I knew 
we had disposed of Misstep and 
with the reserve I could feel tn miy 
mount, knew that. barring acci- 
dents. such as a fall at the tart 
turn on the slippery track. the race 
was ours. But Misstep hung on in 
the fast run down the back stretch

AT LEAST 600 VOTES 


Hoover Still Is Best Bet in 
G. O. P. Field, but Is 


May i19.—The 
smashing victory of Gov. Smith in 
the Oregon presidential primary of 
Friday has strengthened the gen- 
eral belief among politicians that 


‘he will be nominated on a very 


early ballot at the Houston conven- 
tion. 

Like the result in California, the 
figures contain no comfort for the 
backers of Senator Reed. A good 
showing by the Missourian might 
have offset the damage done to his 
prestige by the California reverse. 
Reed in Oregon, however, lost not 
only to Smith, but also to Senator 
Walsh, and this despite the fact 
that Waish is not now an avowed 
candidate. 

The next test of strength between 
Smith and Reed will be afforded 
by the West Virginia primary on 
May 29. At the same time, the 
contest between Hoover and Sena- 
tor Goff for the Republican dele- 
gates from that State will give a 
further lire on the resources of the 
“Stop Hoover” movement. 

Smith to Start with 600. 

Reduced to figures, the chances | 
of the anti-Smith group to hold. 
him back from a two-thirds ma- 
jority are seen to be remote. Smitk 
will go into the convention with a 
bedrock strength of at least 600 
delegates, or 50 more than one- 
half of the convention. 

As the cards now lie, the maxi- 
mum that the opposition can count 
upon in an effort to build up a

Senator Reed, in-a characterist- 
ically fiery statement this week, 
detiared that he was in the race to 
stay. 

Hoover is still the best bet on 
the other side, but he is not so 
well placed as Smith. It is still 
possible for him to be stopped. He 
was helped by the semi-indorse- 
ment given him by Secretary Mel- 
jon, but he would have been 
helped immeasurably more by an 

out-and-out unqualified indorse- 
ment. 

it seems likely that his prestige 
suffered a bit from the evidence 
given the Senate Campaign Funds 
Committee relating to expenditures 
in his behalf among Negro Repub- 
Nean committeemen of the South. 
In view of the fact that Hoover's 
managers have merely followed 
Republican precedent in this re- 
gard, one hesitates to appraise the 
effect of the testimony.

In this 
connection, the Appellate Court 
opinion says: 

“It is clear from this record that 
this entire controversy has been 
caused by the trustees. They 
have consistently and persistent- 
ly refused to accord the cross-ap- 
peliants (children of Franz) the 
rights which were due them. They 
have gone further than this and 
have, and do, deny the existence 
of any and all rights and inter- 
ests in the cross-appellants.” 

Beginning of Controversy. . 

Under the will of Grocer Franz, 
his 10 children were to inherit his 
estate upon the death of his wife, 
their mother. In 1924, a son, 
Ehrhardt W. Franz of Baxter 
Springs, KMan., brought suit to 
have himself and his brothers and 
sisters declared potential heirs of 
the estate. He alleged the trus- 
tees were maintaining that the 
children had waived their claim 
to the e#tate, accepting cash set- 
tlements instead. 

When Franz died in 1898, his es- 
tate inventoried at $97,786, and in- 
cluded 210 shares of American

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TO.PCT. OF PATIENTS 
AT CLINIC HAD CANCER 


Dr. Fischell Reports on Free 
Examinations Made Last 
Week. 


mee tts nc 

Ten per cent of the 160 persons 
who applied at the free cancer 
clinic sponsored by the St. Louis 
committee of ‘the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer were 
found to have the disease, not pre- 
viously. diagnosed. 

An additional group of 10 suffer- 
ers from the disease applied to the 
clinic for advice as to treatment. 
The clinic opened Friday at the St. 
Louis Medical Sotiety Building, 
3839 Lindell boulevard, and lasted 
two days. Examinations were 
made under the direction of Dr. 
Ellis Fischel, chairman of the loca] 
committee. 

Dr. Fischell reported to the so- 
ciety as follows: 

“Twenty-six persons in all were 
examined who had the disease. Of 
this number, 16, or 10 per cent of 
the total number examined, had not 
before been diagnosed as cancer 
patients. One persons, who had 
been treated by physicians for six 
months for other diseases, was 
found to have a fully developed 
cancer. 

“Twenty persons showed condi- 
tions which are possibly cancerous. 
These cases have not been fully 
diagnosed. 

“Six persons showed conditions 
that are. considered pre-cancerous. 


The disease has not developed, but 
the condition is frequently a pre- 
cursor of the disease. 

“Forty-four pefsons had benign 
or non-cancerous tumors. 
“Eighteen showed non-cancer- 
ous conditions that are in need, 
however, of medical attention. 
“Forty-six persons revealed other 
conditions that are not regarded 
as dangerous.” 

No attempt was made at internal 
examinations at the cancer clinic, 
but where such aditional inquiry 
was believed necessary, recomen- 
dations were made to the patients. 
Some of the erroneous causes for 
belief of applcants that they might 
have cancer were birthmarks, 
chronic inflammations of non- 
cancerous nature, indigestion and 
skin eruptions. One woman, 25 
years old, said a blood test had 
showed she. had cancer, but she 
was assured that this was quack- 
ery, as there is no such test for, 
cancer. 
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Leading physicians from East- 


ern centers were among those who 


addressed the public, medical men 
and students here during “cancer 
week.” The slogan of the period 
has been: “Early cancer can be 
cured.” Statistics show that more 
than 1100 deaths annually are 
cancer in St. Louis, 
which was responsible for about 
one-tenth of all dealths here last 
year.

HE Kentucky Derby is still 
8 antiquated in its method of 
handling the pari-mutuel wager- 
ifig on big stakes, where the en- 
tries run well into two figures. 

At Churchill Downs the mutu- 
els can. not possibly take care of 
more than ten separate horses in 
the betting. Nine of these go as 
individuals or stable entries. If 
there are other horses they must 
be grouped as the “field” with 
collective odds against them. No 
matter which of these “field” 
horses might win, the _ price 
would be just the same. 

In yesterday's Derby there 
were eleven horses in the field, 
and some of them horses of real 
merit. Two or three were heav- 
ily played in the winter books. 
Others were normal, 1060-to-1 
shots.

In Vacation Trip of a 
Thousand Miles All Na- 
tional. Parks in State 
Can Be Visitéd—Lodges 
Handy and Little Lug- 
gage Needed.

O wander through Colorado is 
T to witness Nature in a thousand 

singularly changing moods. In 
the brief space of 100 miles one. 
can, if so minded, pass over blazing 
desert sands, over miles of blue 
sagebrush flats, through vaulted 
canyons guarded by sentinel cliffs 
which tower with majestic emi- 
nence above the graveled auto 
trail,“ through lofty mountain 
passes, cool vistas even when the 


‘sun ig scorching the desert reaches. 
There is too much to see in a 


few weeks or a month; too much, 
say the natives who live there, to 
absorb in a lifetime. One marvels 
at a scene of inexplicable beauty; 
only in the passing miles to have 
others of more gorgeous propor- 
tions thrust upon one. After 
awhile the tourist feels as did the 
native poet, who wrote: 


I wish’t I was a big rock, 
A-settin’ on a hill, 

An’ doin’ nothin’ all day long 
But jes a-settin’ still. 

I wouldn't walk, I wouldn't talk, 
I wouldn’t even wash; 

I'd jest set still a thousand years 
An’ rest myself, b’gosh. 


Years ago the only mode of 
travel was by horseback. Pack 
trains, manned by competent 
guides, took tourists over trails 
once known only to the Indian 
and prospector. Even as iate as 
10 years ago no automobile trails 
of consequence broke the — 
sweep of rangeland, 

Those days the tourist found the 
country more lonely, more awe-in- 
spiring, and—experience in both 
early and latter-day travel has Jed 
the chronicler believe—more ap- 
pealing. 

Yet to the aveniee mah, how- 
ever. present-day mode of travel 
has its advantages. Highways have 
been bullt to the most enticing 
scenic points, and the Governnent 
has created National Parks where- 
in are to be seen the Colorado of 
most prominent reputation It is 
to these parks the tourist fogica!- 
ly should go if he wants to see the 
beauty of .Colorado in primitive 
state.

Purchases Million-Acre 
‘Tract in Brazil Planted 
With Native Trees. 


Because of the constantly grow- 
ing use of rubber in his automo- 
bile manufacturing plant, Henry 


Ford is preparing to produce his 
own rubber. 

A tract of land in the interior of 
Brazil, comprising millions of 
acres, was purchased by Henry 
Ford some time ago. This land 
already has a large number of na- 
tive rubber trees growing on it and 
has been found by experts to be 
admirably suited to the intensive 
cultivation of rubber. 

Within the next few weeks the 
Ford steamship Lake Ormoc, now 
being fitted out as an operations 
base for the engineers, rubber cul- 
turists and their staffs of workers, 
who will start the work of con- 
verting the huge tract of jungle 
land into rubber plantations, will 
sail for Brazil. 

In the meantime, the Ford Mo- 
tor Co., is doing considerable ex- 
perimenting in rubber manufac- 
ture, as well as making many rub- 
ber articles now used in Ford and 
Lincoln cars and Ford trucks, Its 
plant at Detroit is completely 
equipped for converting raw rub- 
ber into the many parts which are 
used in the construction of mod- 
ern automobiles. 

There are 110 rubber parts in 
the Model “A” Ford and a great 
many of these function solely to 
protect the car and its occupants 
against the action and the noise of 
road shocks and power vibrations. 

This system of rubber shock and 
noise insulation begins of course 
with the new and larger balloon 
tires, but these are not counted 
among the 110 rubber parts allud- 
ed to above.

box of matches and experimenting.

And the voice of a comedy con- 
structor: “That gag was old when 
Methusaleh was a juvenile.” 

By the time this town’s players 
in celluloid reach the outermost 
fringes of the world that pays 
money to see them, they are but 
frail and flickering shadows on a 
screen. Around here, however, 
they are regular human beings 
with hearty appetites. Some of 
them do a lot of dieting to remain 
slender, but one wouldn’t guess it 
when the groceries are delivered 
for the studio cafes. 

The studio restaurants on the 
Universal, First National, Para- 
mount and Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
lots, for instance, which exist pri- 
marily to furnish one noon-gay 
meal for all employes on the lot, 
consume an aggregate of about 
7000 pounds of meat a week, with 
other nourishing foods in propor- 
tion. Their milk bills average a to- 
tal of approximately $4000 a 
month. Two truck farms are need- 
ed to supply the vegetables used in 
the First National cafe alone, and 
at Universal the film folk get away 
with 600 pies a week, exclusive of 
those thrown at actors in slapstick 
comedies. 


Coffee, not cavair, is the studio 
cafes’ big specialty. William Fur- 
long, who manages the Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer commissary, says he 
has never catered to any class of 
customers so enthusiastically ad- 
dicted to coffee as film folk. He 
uses nearly 200 pounds a week, 
which wholesalers tell him is the 
largest coffee consumption of any 
eating place of similar size in the 
Los Angeles metropolitan area. 
Although the commissary’s chief 
function is to serve lunch, the cof- 
fee sales begin early and continue 
all day, and through the night if 
there are companies working. 

“I've been chief steward on 
ocean liners, catered to the passen- 
gers of transcontinental trains and 
the guests of: metropolitan hotels,” 


says Furlong, “but never have 1, 
seen people who can drink as much 
coffee as actors, directors and 
writers.”’ 

In one way a motion picture stu- 
dio cafe is particualrly unique. No 
‘other type of eating place caters 
to such widely divergent types of 
patrons. The extra-girl who may 
not want to spend more than 15 
cents for lunch comes in for a 
bowl of soup with as much assur- 
ance as the star who wants only 
the rarest of imported delicacies. 
So the customers’ checks average 
only 50 cents each. 


Of all the “closed sets” of Ho!- 
lywood, the most difficult for a 
visitor to enter is that on which 
F. W. Murnau happens to be di- 
recting a scene... Visitors are poison 
to the maker of “The Last Laugh,” 
“Faust” and “Sunrise,”” and he ad- 
mits it. He likes to be alone with 
his cameras and his several hun- 
dred players, technicians and as- 
sistants. 

At first such eagerness to work 
in seclusion is puzzling; but after 
one has put on a cloak of invisi- 
bility and oozed inté an obscure 
corner of, the hippodrome set 
where Murnau is shooting “The 
Four Devils,” a reason for his 
aloofness at once suggests itself: 

Careless visitor might b3 
crushed in the machinery. 


A Murnau picture, be it known, 
is nothing at all like anything else 
that is being made in Hollywood. 
It is a problem in engineering, or 
rather a complicated set of prob- 
lems in engineering, with more 
machinery than the averagé small 
factory. 

Other directors are employing 
wheeled and geared devices to 
move the camera about rapidly and 
smoothly, but Murnau has so much 
and such massive equipment thit 
one feels caught in a power-house 
where one false move might en- 
danger one in the flywheels.

UST a year ago today a slim 
J youth of rustic appearance 

climbed into the cabin of a 
small single-motored monoplane in 
New York, “gave ’er the gun” and 
lifting his heavily laden craft clear 
of the trees that bordered the flv- 
ing field, swung northeastward t.- 
ward Newfoundland and the op2u 
reaches of the Atlantic Ocean. 

And the world, which a moath 
before had not known Charles A 
Lindbergh, held its breath at the 
sheer audacity, the cool daring of 
his effort, the first attempt to fly | 
from New York to Paris in a single 
hop. Would he make it? Was 
there a man alive that could stay 
awake and alert at the controls for 
the more than 33 hours necessary 
for the flight? 

Would his single motor keep 
singing its even, throaty song 
through the storms and sleet of the 
North Atlantic? Would the little 
monoplane be able to whip the 
Atlantic, escape—-its grasp? it 
seemed almost too much to expect. 

The Long Wait for News. 

Eleven hours after he had le/t 
New York, Lindbergh was observed 
passing over Newfoundland a: 
heading out across the open water 
toward Ireland. For more than 18 
hours the world waited without any 
word of the daring airman in 
whose flying ability, snddenly aod 
quite unexpectedly, it had come to 
have great confidence. 

And then, “less than 30 hours 
after he had left New York, «he 
“Spfrit of St. Louis,” its engine stil] 
roaring courageously, was sighted 
off the coast of Ireland and headed 
for Paris. Lindbergh was only 
three miles off his course, an un- 
precedented feat of air navigation. 

He would make it now. Every 
American 
The flight from Ireland to Paris 
was @ mere joy ride. What dif- 
ference if he was flying over 
strange country. Hadn’t he crossed 
the Atlantic? The warmth of the 
world’s admiration for Lindbergh 
was leaping into a white heat of 
adulation before the plane ever 
had landed. 

At Le Bourget flying field on the 
outskirts of Paris, a milling throng 
of frantic Frenchmen. thousands 
upon thoysands, waited the arrival 
of this new adventurer. And, sure 
enough, just 33 hours and 29 
minutes after he had left Roose- 
velt Field, he swung his plane over 
the lights of Le Bourget, “dragged 
the field” a couple of times just 
as he had learned to do as a stunt 
flyer in America, and set his 
airplane down on the Paris air- 
port, 


“I Am Charles Lindbergh.” 

Amid the pandémoniym, with 
characteristic modésty nal pel cf 
appreciation of self, the flyer had 
announced “Il am Charles Lind- 
bergh,” as the crowd seethed in 
around his plane. He had brought 
letters of introduction so that peo- 
ple in France might know jim. 

The crowd went into a frenzy. 
Lindbergh, beginning to know the 
fear of a throng bent upon show- 
ing its admiration, crawled back 
into his cabin and waited there 
for the soldiers who found their 
way to his plane and dragged him 
out and through the crowd, while 
another flyer a Frenchman donned 
a helmet as a ruse, and risked life 
and lfmb by permitting the crowd 
to believe he was Lindbergh while 
the real conquerer of the Atlan- 
tic escaped unnoticed. 

For Lindbergh there was another 
hour of wakefulness, during which 
he was allowed to wave from the 
balcony of the American Embassy 
to the growing crowd outside. Then 
well-earned sleep. He awoke next 
morning to find himself a celebrity 
the most famous man, in the life- 
time of the present generation at 
least ‘that the world had, ever 
known.

All of 
these he disregarded. He .jhad not 
made the flight for exploitation 
of himself, he said. He would néver 
permit his flight to be commercia- 
lized, except in so far as it might 
promote aviation.

No one could 
estimate with any degree of accu- 
racy the number of screaming men 
and women who acclaimed him as 
he landed on the Hudson in an 
army amphibian plane and was 
transferred to an automobile to 
ride up Broadway through a 
shower of paper from office build- 
ing windows which literally cloud- 
ed the sun. It was a heart stir- 
ring, spontaneous demonstration 
and staggering in its magnitude. 

For almost a week Lindbergh 
found that he must stay in New 
York to fill invitations that simply 
could not be refused. All the 
while, however, he insisted that he 
must get back to his home town, 
St. Louis, and thank those who 
had financed his flight. 


Back in His Home Town. 


Meanwhile the “Spirit of St. 
Louis” had been reassembled and 
flown to New York from Washing- 
ton. Finally, the flyer tore him- 
self away from New York, an- 
nouncing that he was “going 
home.” He landed at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field on a dismal, rainy day 
in late June. He was exactly on 
schedule. 

If New York went crazy, so did 
St. Louis. And more so. For St. 
Louis could say, “We knew him 
when ” Jt had known him as 
a mail flyer, and.it had watched 
his great non-stop flight from San 
Diego to St. Louis and his succeed- 
ing non-stop flight to New York, 
immediately preceding the Atlan- 
tic flight hop-off. with the eye of 
an interested critic. St. Louis had 
known he was a good one. At 
least it told’ itself that, mindful of 
the fact that a handful of its citi- 
zens had shown enough confidence 
in Lindbergh to raise the $14,000 
necessary to finance his flight. 

Hundreds of thousands jammed 
downtown and outlying streets 
when Lindbergh was borne 
through the residential and busi- 
ness. districts in an automobile. A 
crowd estimated at more than 
100,000 crowded on to Art Hill in 
Forest Park on the following day 
to hear the flyer speak into a mi- 
crophone: his confidence in avia- 
tion and his hope that it would 
become more and more popular. 

The name of Lindbergh was on 
the lips of everyone. What would 
he do next? Would he go into the 
movies? He didn't. Would he 


presi- 

He didn't. Would he make 

‘other great flights? Probably. 
Visits 48 States. 

After a few days of rest Lind- 
bergh went back to New York, and 
a few days later, in July, it was an- 
nounced he had beep retained by 
the Guggenheim Foundation for 
the Promotion of Aeronautics in an 
advisory capacity. His first work 
would be a tour of the United 
States in his “Spirit of St. Louis,” 
beginning on July 19. 

The tour is now aviation history. 
Convoyed by Philip R. Love of St. 
Louis, his former flying mate in 
the army and the ain mail service, 
Lindbergh, promoted from Captain 
to Colonel in the Reserve Corps of 
the Army, visited at least one city 
in every one of the 48 states.

“AL” SMITH AT ARM’S LENGTH 


| A Character Study of the Most Picturesque Figure in the Presidential 
Race and An Analysis ot His Official Career. 


Has Amazing Grasp of 
State’s Business and 
Has Done Much to Sim- 
plify Its Government— 
Believes in Public Own- 
ership of New York’s 
Waterpower.

NEW YORK, May 19.—Except as | they 
both happen to’ be candidates for the presi- 
dency, there would seem to be no reason for 


ever bracketing the names of Gov. Alfred] 


E. Smith of New York and Herbert Hoover. 

In many vital respects the two are as far 
apart as the poles. Smith came up from 
the streets of New York’s East Side, Hoover 
from a small town in Iowa. Smith has never 
been outside the United States and but rare- 
ly outside the State of New York, while 
Hoover, in the practice of his profession, has 
wandered over the face of the earth. Smith 
had the scantiest of formal schooling; his 
only degree, as he has remarked, is from 
the Fulton Fish Market. Hoover attended 
Stanford University and came out with a de- 
gree in engineering. 

Smith has been in politics since he began 
to shave, Moover is a novitiate. Smith is a 
Catholic, Hoover was reared in the faith of 
the Quakers. Smith is a wet, Hoover is a 
dry. The list of the differences between 
them might be extended indefinitely. 


Like Hoover in Ability 
To Go to Root of Problem. 


And yet, as the writer talked with Gov. 
Smith recently in the executive offices at Al- 
bany, he was struck with a remarkable sim- 
ilarity between the mental processes of the 
Governor and those of Herbert Hoover. Each 
of them has a passion for exact facts and 
figures. Each has a keen, alert mind that is 
able to cut away the underbrush and get to 
the roots of a problem. Each has a tena- 
cious memory for details. 

It has often been said of Hoover that he 
can collect scattered bits of information re- 
lating to a difficult subject, collate them 
and give them back in the form of a well- 
ordered, concise and easily understandable 
summary. Smith can do the same thing. 
This ability to clarify an abstruse proposition 
and reduce it to simple terms is quite as 
large a factor in his success on the stump 
as his magnetic personality. He is one of 
the few men in public life who can make 
statistics interesting. 

Believes in Running 

Government Like Business. 

To carry the parallel between Smith and 
Hoover a step or two further: both are tre- 
mendous workers, both have entrusted a 
great deal. of authority to capable subordi- 
nates, both approach the problems of govern- 
ment from the business rather than the po- 
litical point of view. / 

That last assertion, in the case of Gov. 
Smith, may sound strange. Heisa politician 
to his fingertips and an organization man 
in the bargain. The prime business of an or- 
ganization is to make jobs for its followers. 
Yet Smith believes, and the record of his 
governorship shows that he believes, that 
there is too much politics—which in the last 
analysis means too many jobs—in govern- 
ment. He sees himself as the head of a 
great business enterprise, “and New York,” 
he will tell you, with a touch of pride in his 
yoice, “is sound.” 

Through his efforts, the nearly 200 boards, 
bureaus and commissions that were carrying 
on the government when he took office have 
been consolidated into 18 closely knit de- 
partments, the heads of whieh form the Gov- 
ernor’s cabinet. If he had his way, he would 
effect also a reorganization of the counties; 
for, he asks, why should two groups of a few 
thousand people each,’ with identical inter- 
ests, have two sets of officers for the per- 
formance of purely business tasks, like the 
building of roads, merely because they hap- 
pen to be separated by an imaginary line? 
An Appalling Capacity . 

For Absorbing Facts. 

“ One cannot: talk with Gov. Smith on his 
favorite subject, the business of running the 
New York State Government, without. seeing 
that*he has a clear-headed grasp. of the prob- 
lems he has dealt with, and an appalling ca-

His Complex Personality 

Difficult to Describe. 

How shall one give a true picture of this 
man? What I have written is merely one 
personal flash at him. It tells but a portion 
of the truth. Smith is.a bundle of complex- 
ities.

was not the true measure of the man, any 
more than the fact that he is guilty of occa- 
sional lapses of grammar and used to sport 
an incredible brown derby. 

There is no short cut to a description of 
Smith. .For,,more than most men, he is 
several personalities in one. He is Smith as 
he was yesterday, Smith as he is today; Smith 
as he appears in public, Smith in his hours 
of ease. He is vastly more complex, more 
difficult to put into words, than, for exam- 
ple, Herbert Hoover or President Coolidge. 

In the general conception, I believe, he is 
an easygoing, back-slapping sort of person, 
crude of speech and addicted to loud clothes. 
Not to put too fine a point upon it, many 
And doubtless there 
are some among Tom Heflin’s constituents 
who believe that he takes daily orders from 
the Pope. Without wasting time on the 
charges of the preposterous Heflin, I pass 
at once to the description of Gov. Smith as 
a man who isn’t dignified enough to be 
President. 


Capable of Impeccable 
Dignity on Occasion. 


The criticism of Gov. Smith on this score 
generally takes some such form as “I don't 
like the idea of having a man in the White 
House who wouldn’t know how to greet the 
French Ambassador.” Why the French Am- 
bassador rather than some other dignitary 
should be singled out for the illustration I 
don’t know, but he usually is. 

Now, from my own observation of the Gov- 
ernor and from the testimony of numerous 
observers, Republicans as well as Democrats, 
I haven’t the slightest doubt that Gov. Smith 
would greet the French Ambassador or any 
other notability, domestic or foreign, exactly 
as he should be greeted., It is true that Gov. 
Smith when in his shirt sleeves, 80 ‘fo speak, 
‘does relax. When he is with his friends his 
language is apt to be salty with the metaphors 
of the streets, though I am told that even 
fn private he relaxes in this way much less 
than formerly.

New Mexico Man Proposes Con-

WASHINGTON, May 19. 
N extraordinary program of legislation, 
Aecsisnes to end corruption in the elec- 
tion of Presidents and members of Con« 
gress, has been introduced by Senator Bron- 
son Cutting of New Mexico, one of the young- 
est Senators in the Chamber. It proposes 
two amendments to the Federal Constitution 
and three corrupt practices acts.. 

The acts would limit definitely the amount 
of money which could be spent lawfully in 
campaigns, name the purposes for which it 
would be.spent, and establish a fact-finding 
body to determine whether those restrictions 
had been obeyed. The constitutional amend- 
ments would give Congress undoubted pow- 
er to enact such laws, and to. penalize all 
who violated them. 

This far-reaching program is a @ire¢y out~ 
growth of the Smith and Vare cases. The 
proposition of seating Senator-elect Frank 
Smith of Illinois was one of the first that 
came before the Senate after Cutting became 
a member of that body. He was surprised 
to discover in the course of the debate that, 
while Smith’s election obviously had been at~ 
tended by corruption on a shocking scale, 
apparently he had violated no law. « 


Starts Work on Bills. 

Cutting voted to seat Smith, for the stated 
reason that the Senate could not logically, 
exclude him so long as it failed to enact leg- 
islation whieh covered such cases. When the 
debate was over, and Smith had been ex- 
cluded, Cutting called in several legislative: 
experts, and set at work to devise a compre- 
hensive program of legislation which would 

cover the whole field of corruption in hl 
eral elections.

Ton the Wditor of the Post-Dispatch. eS 
HE writer of the letter signed “W. 


4 Gc. Jj.” criticising your stand for the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment, 
condemns sale of liquors by the Govern- 
ment to be consumed elsewhere than at 
the place of sale, and asks if this would 
not mean drinking in the home, said to 
be one of the evils brought about by pro- 
hibition. He asks whether it would not 
be necessary to have public places where 
liquor could be enjoyed, and whether this 
would not mean a revival of the old- 
time saloons. 

Suppose it did mean drinking at home. 
At any rate, the liquor would be of a 
good quality, not bootleg .bominations. 


PUBLICITY IN TAX RETURNS. 

In adopting an amendment to the tax reduction 
bill, providing for the opening of all income tax 
returns to public inspection, the United States Sen- 
ate moved to return to sound principle and policy 
in all. governmental transactions. 3 

When the publicity clause in the tax law was re- 
moved two years ago, the Post-Dispatch protested 
vigorously, on the ground that all governmental 
transactions should be open to inspection and that 
secrecy in any transaction, especially in the matter 
of taxation, was wrong in principle and was the 
prolific mother of corruption and favoritism. 

Senator Norris, who was the author of the amend- 
ment, characterized secrecy in government affairs 
as the worst menace to free institutions. He per- 
tinently. referred to the naval oil reserve leases as 
examples of secrecy in government transactions. The 
point seems so clear that it does not need examples 
to support it. 

If the amendment stands in the tax bill, how much 
publicity will arise from mere curiosity is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. Probably not much. But the 
main point is that under the publicity policy the 
public and press will have access to the records, 
and there will not be opportunity for transactions 
involving favoritism or corruption. 

In view of experience from the beginning of gov- 
ernment, of the secret deals in oily leases and the 
charges now pending touching the internal revenue 
department, the amendment ought to stand. Pub- 
licity is the one great safeguard against govern- 
mental corruption and favoritism. Publicity, pub- 
licity, more publicity should be the rule in public 
affairs. Secrecy never.

Any stucent of public affairs knows that democ 
racy has many weak points, and has not justified its 
glorious promise. He also knows that one of democ- 
racy’s purposes was to provide for government by the 
ablest, instead of by hereditary rulers. Indeed, there 
are times when this purpose is achieved. We have 
had many public men with a genius for statesman- 
ship who never would have been plaged in public of- 
fice except for the democratic principle which Mr. 
Durant contemns.

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THE TROUBLE IN RUMANIA. 


Rumania +s in the throes of political revolt. It is 
tired of the rule of Bratiano. This was shown when 
| Manin, a Transylvania lawyer and leader of jhe Na- 
tional Peasant party, marshaled his forces last week. 
To his mass meeting, called in protest against Bra- 
tiano’s so-called Liberal party's policies, came peas- 
ants by the hundreds of thousands. A gesture, per- 
haps, but a magnificent one. What is behind it? 

Before the war, Rumania was an insignificant 
country, an *x-Turkish province, unable to shake off 
Oriental customs and habits of mind. The war was a 
windfall. Kumania emerged from the peace con- 
ferences with 17,000,000 population. It got Transyl- 
vania from ™id Hungary, the Bukovina was sliced 
from Austria, and the Russian province of Bessara- 
bia. Jan Bratiano, until his death, and since then, 
Vintila Bratiano, were quick to capitalize the new 
dominions. The Bratianos are the big cinch of Ru- 
mania. 

Without going into the tortuous details of Brati- 
ano rule, it is sufficient to cite what they did in the 
matter of coal. Having acquired inferior coal lands 
in Transylvania, the Bratianos found it cost $20 a 
ton before the coal could be made available for in- 
dustrial use. Better and cheaper coal was entering 
Rumania from other countries, but a prohibitive 
tariff was imposed upon it and the State railways 
of Rumania were required to buy Bratiano coal at a 
ruinous price. 

The new provinces are not content with the old 
grafting methods. 
their old masters, the Hapsburgs, at least they were 
more in accord with Western ideas.

F Charies Gates Dawes is nomirated and 
| elected President of the republic this 

year, the White House will be invaded 
next March by the most dynamic and color- 
ful personality to occupy it since Theodore 
Roosevelt departed. JI choose the word “‘in- 
vaded” deliberately. Dawes would not 
merely make things hum; he wou:d make 
them crackle and hiss and detonate. That 
is his temperament, and it would be accen- 
tuated by contrast. The country that 
changes from Coolidge to Dawes will be in 
the situation of a man who awakes from an 
afternoon nap to find himself in the midst 
of a tornado. 

Hollow and ignominous by constitution 
and usage, the vice presidency has been vit- 
alized and dramatized through Dawes’ 
vigor and imagination. What wuvld he do 
under the brilliant spotlight which beats 
incessantly upon the most powerful office in

From Dawes, a good Republican, t - ad ex-- 
pected sympathetic co-operation. Instead. 
he literally blew the investigation out of the 
water. His honest indignation ¢ruck a 
tremendously popular chord. The commit- 
tee quietly shut down. Close observers re- 
ported a twinkle in the biue eyes of th- 
victoriously retiring General, and sumething 
like a chuckle issued from the region of his 
undersiung pipe. The country had a new 
hero.

HE Senate, in three years of associazion 


with Dawes, has grown not only to iike 
him, and not only to recognize the uni- 
form fairness of his rulings, but actually to 
respond to his influence in matters of lezis- 
lation—a citcumstance which’ had not oc- 
curred for more than a generation. The 
Outstanding example of this was when he 
conceived and executed the agreement in 
the last Congress whereby the McNary- 
Haugen bill was permitted to come to a 
vote.

Mr. Coolidge, it has been said, almost 
get apoplexy when he realized sow neatly 
the buck had been passed to him. A 
mutual distaste was considerably height- 
ened, and this may eventually cost Dawes 
te Republican nomination and the preri- 

ency.

“Had I played the role of the 
cooing dove, I would have agreed 
to the repeal of the direct primary 
law and I would have signed in- 
stead of vetoing millions of dollars 
of local appropriations not made 
for the benefit of the State but 
made for the benefit of prominent 
legislatorg in the localities from 
which they came.” 

And so on down the line to this 
conclusion: “The people of the 
State of New York want clear-head- 
ed, strong-minded fignting men at 
the head of the Government, and 
not doves.

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Prodding Col. Roosevelt 
On Teapot Dome Deal. 


Another characteristic and im- 
mensely effective speech was de- 
livered in reply to the unfortunate 
assertion of young Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, in the campaign of 1924, 
that “We (the Republicans) put up 
men who can deliver the goods.” 

The changes that Smith was able 
to ring on that theme can be 
imagined. He dealt with the de- 
livery of goods by the Republican 
party, both in New York and in the 
nation. He told of the delivery of 
the naval oil reserves to private 
interests, with the Republican can- 
didate for Governor, Col. Roose- 
velt, then the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, acting “as the im- 
portant messenger in the delivery.” 
He cited the delivery of goods to 
the protected interests of the coun- 
try through thé passage of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff bill: the 
delivery of goods by the President 
of the United States when he 
pigeon-holed a recommendation of 
the Tariff Commission that the 
sugar duties be reduced; the deliv- 
ery of goods by Col. Forbes of the 
Veterans’ Bureau. 

He itemized a long series of de- 
liveries by the Republican party, 
and concluded: “I simply ask the 
people of this State to look over 
the delivery slips in the main of- 
fices of both of the large delivery 
companies and find out to whom 
the Democratic party delivered and 
to whom the Republican party de- 
livered.” 


Son of Truck Driver. 


There is space to give but a brief 
account of the romantic rise of Al 
Smith from humble beginnings to 
the Governorship of New York. 

His father was Alfred Emanuel 
Smith, a teack driver, about whora 
very little is known except that he 
was a sociable being, a volunteer 
fireman and not very successful in 
his business, and his mother was 
Catherine Mulvihill of Irish an- 
cestry. Both parents were born 
in New York and both were Cath- 
Olics. 

They were married in 1871, and 
on Dec. 30, 1873, their first child, 
the Governor, was born, on the 
third floor of a tenement on South 
street, which borders the East 
River. The house has only re- 
cently been demolished to make 
way for a filling station. 

Grew Up With Brooklyn Bridge. 

Here it was; at the New York 
end of Brooklyn Bridge, amid pov- 
erty and the din of the water front, 
that Al Smith spent his early years. 

The neighborhood was one of 
respectable, hard-working families, 
mainly Irish-Americans, whose 
center of social life was St. James’ 
Parish Church—a neighborhood in 
sharp contrast with some that im- 
pinged closely upon it and sent 
their derelicts to wander in its 
streets. 

The piers of Brooklyn Bridge 
were just beginning to be laid 
when Smith was born, and, as he 
has remarked, he “grew up with 
the bridge.” 

Smith’s father died when he was 
13. and his mother, who had al- 
ways been the dominant cne of 
the pair, turned to her old trade 
of umbrella making. She carried 
this on for two and a half. years 
in order to send Alfred to school. 
She managed to keep him neatly 


dressed, and saw that he went to 


church. 

Mre. Smith lived to see her son 
elected Governor. 

A Newsboy at 12. 

At the age of 12, Al was @ news- 
boy, and when he was 15 he left 
school for his first regular job, 
that of a chaser of business for a 
truckman. He worked at this from 
1888 to 1890. 

In the Jatter year he was an 
office boy and assistant shipping 
clerk in an oil factory, and two 
years later he worked at the ¥Ful- 
ton Fish Market as a salesman 
and assistant bookkeeper for $12 
a week. His next job was the 
handling of steam pipes for a 
pumping station. 

He began to dabble in politics at 
the age of 18 or 19. In this field 
the elocutionary talent that he had 
shown as a small boy, when he 
won a medal in a public contest, 
and later as an actor in St. James’ 
Parish Cluh. stood him in good 


man, high in the graces of Tam- 
many. 

In 1895 he was given a job as @ 
subpena server in the office of the 
Commissioner of Jurors at a sal- 
ary of $75 a month. 

While in this office, where he 
served for eight years, he courted, 
and won Catherine Dunn of the 
Bronx. They wero married May 
6, 1900, by Father Kean of St. 
James’ Parish, whom the Governor 
treasures gratefully in his mem- 
ory as one of the guiding influ- 
ences in his life. 

The suggestion was made that 
Smith and his bride live in the 
Bronx, but Al took her back to 
his own Fourth Ward, where lay 
his political future. All the five 
children of the Governor and Mrs. 
Smith were born in this ward. 

The Tarmmany leader of Smith's 
district was the late Tom Foley, 
who has often peen called’ the 
Governor’s political godfather, and 
it wa® through Foley’s influence 
that Re was eleeted in 1903, when 
he was 30 years old, to the As- 
sembly at Albany. He didn’t like 
the job. He had no worthwhile 
committee assignments. Near the 
end of his first term he told Foley 
that he didn’t care to go back, 
but the leader persuaded hinf to 
hold on. -He went back in 1905, 
and from that year may be dated 
his active interest in public af- 
fairs. 

Twelve Years in the Assembly. 

It is necessary to pass rapidly 
over the intervening years before 
his governorship. Cuffice it that. 
he started out simply as a Tam- 
many Assemblyman, but eventual- 
ly made a name for himself in 
his own right. 

Despite all his roughness of lan- 
guage, which was then much more 
pronounced than it is now, he had. 
as all who know him testify, a 
fundamental decency and a love uf 
his family that kept him, away 
from the resorts where so many 
of his colleagues found their de- 
lights. He devoted his time to the 
study of bills and reports. 

He was a member of the Assem- 
bly from 1903 to 1915. ‘The story 
of his progress and of his growing 
independence of Tammany may be 
read in the reports upon him by 
the Citizens’ Union, a nonpartisan 
civic organization. In 1913, when 
Smith was a leader of the major- 
ity, the Union reported that he 
“showed not the slightest sign of 
independence.” It gare him, how- 
ever, the credit “for the support of 
some desirable home rule legisla- 
tion.” 

Praise From Citizens’ Union. 

Two years after, when Smith was 
put up for the office of Sheriff of 
New York County, at that time a 
lucrative post, paying from $50,00vu 
to $60,000 a year in fees, the 
Union came out strongly for him. 
“As to his qualifications for this 
office,” the Union said, “there can 
be no question. The service to the 
State rendered by Mr. Smith in the 
constitutional convention this year 
entitles him to special considera- 
tion. Although a party leader, Mr. 
Smith has in recent years been in- 
strumental in obtaining much de- 
sirable and important legislation.” 

Smith’s service in the State Con- 
stitutional Convention is one of 
the high-water marks in his ca- 
reer. In debate after debate he 
showed himself possessed of an 
unexampled store of exact infor- 
mation on the theory and the prac- 
tice of government. At the end 
of the convention, Elihu Root said 
that “of all the men in the con- 
vention, Alfred E. Smith was the 
best informed on the business of 
the State of New York,” and 
George W. Wiekersham, former. 
Attorney-General of the United 
States, declared him “the most use- 
fc° man in the convention.” 

Sheriff, Then Governor. 

Smith was Sheriff of New York 
County from 1915 to 1917. He was 
then elected President of the Board 
of Aldermen of New York City. 
He was elected Governor in 1918, 
took office the first of the fol- 
lowing year, and there, save for 
the two years 1921 and 1922, he 
has served ever since. 

Elected the first time by a 
scanty majority, Smith two years 
later proved his increased popu- 
larity by running more than 1l1,- 
000,000 votes ahead of the national 
ticket. He was beaten, however, 
by the Harding landslide, and Gov. 
Pathan L. Miller, his Republican 
opponent, took office. After two 
years of private life, during which 
he served as head of the United 
States Trucking Corporation, at a 
salary of $30,000 a year, Smith 
ran against Miller again and de- 
feated him by the unprecedented 
majority of 385,932. 

Then catne the presidential elec- 
tion of 1924. Notwithstanding the 
fact that Coolidge carried the 
State by 869,000 votes, Smith de- 
feated Col. Theodore Roosevelf for 
the governorship by 108,561. Two 
years later, in 1926, he won over 
Representative Ogden L. Mills by 
247,478. 


of Al Snrith in 
and what are his views on national 
problems? One of his greatest 
achievements was the reorganiza- 
tion of the State Government. He 
has interested himself steadily in 
social welfare legislation—a course 
which has brought to his banner 
many of the social worker of the 
State. 

A great deal of what he has 
done and tried to do, both as leg- 
islator and Governor, comes under 
that head. He has reformed and 
simplified the executive budget. 

Smith’s opponents, calling atten- 
tion to the large extent to whic 
he has increased the bonded iIn- 
debtedness of the State, charge 
him with extravagance. But Smith 
replies that the bond issues have 
been for purposes such as tne 
elimination of grade crossings and 
the development of park systems: 
—things that the people want-— 
and he is able to point to the fact 
that the issues would not have 


> heen possible without the approvai 


stead. He was soon a rising young ‘ of the Republican Legislature. 


What are the acconiplishments | 
the Governorship | 


It is noteworthy that through 
all his terms he has had on his 
hands a Legislature politically hos- 


tile in both branches, except for 


two years when the Senate was 
Democratic. 

His progressive water power 
program, which the Legislature has 
successfully resisted, is of especial 
interest at this time. He believes 
that the water power resources of 
the State should be held for the 
people and used for their benefit. 

“Let us take these basic sources 
of power,” he said in a recent 
speech, “and say by law that they 
are to remain the property of the 
State of New York. If they mean 
anything to private companies that 
want to develop them, they mean 
just as much to the State.” 

Smith has declared himsclf 
against the high tariff, he has ex- 
pressed himself strongly in favor 
of the home rule, or State’s righi, 
doctrine, and he forced a planh 
into the 1926 State platform, over 
the protest of George W, Olvany 
and other Tammany leaders, in 
favor of the entrance of the Unit- 
ed States into the World Court. 
Outside this limited field of issucs, 
plus that of prohibition, but little 
is known about his views on na- 
tional topics. 

Doesn’t Want the Saloon Back. 

He is, of course, a wet, and 
much of his strength both in the 
State and the nation is derived 
from that fact. He has advocated 
the modification of the Volstead 
act, but not the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. He is op- 
posed to the return of the old sa- 
loon. Recently he declared that 
enforcement of the prohibition laws 
was a sacred duty so long as they 
remained on the statute books. 

Since Gov. Smith became a 
formidable candidate for the Pres- 
idency he has been the target of 
a great deal of conflicting advice. 
Some of his counselors would have 
him come out vigorously on the 
wet side and outline a definite 
program, while others are urging 
that he remain silent, at least till 
after the Democratic convention. 
His decision has not been an- 
nounced. 

There remain to be answered 
two questions that are inseparably 
associated with his candidacy: 
Would Smith, if elected President, 
favor the Catholic Church, of 
which he is a devout communi- 
cant? What would be the effect 
on him of his membership in 
Tammany? 

The first of these questions can 
be answered easily. Judging him 
by his record as Governor of New 
York, there need be not the slight- 
est fear that his membership in 
the Catholic church would-in- 
fluence his conduct as President. 
If anything, he would lean over 
backward in any matter affecting 
the interests of the church. Smith 
made his position plain i his let- 
ter to Marshall 

Of the 13 members of the State 
Cabinet appointed by Gov. Smith, 
nine are Protestants, three are 
Catholics and one a Jew. Several 
of them, incidentally, are Repub- 
licans. 

Smith as Tammany Sachem. 

What of Tammany? That ques- 
tion is not quite so easy. But the 
weight of the evidence is that 
Smith has grown away from Tam- 
many. His appointments to the 
chief posts in the State have been 
made for the most part on merit— 
there is abundant and striking evl- 
dence of this—and Tammany 
has been left out of the picture. 
Tammany is interested, anyway, in 
city rather than in State jobs. 

The politicians of New York are 
talking about “Smith men” and 
“Tammany men.” A large propor- 
tion of the Tammany members of 
Congress don’t like Smith. I have 
already instanced a defiance cf 
Olvany by Smith. Even more not- 
able than this was his defiance of 
Murphy, then the Tammany boss, 
in 1922, when Murphy wanted him 
to run on the same ticket with 
William Randolph Hearst, 

I would not have it understood 
that Smith has ceased to be an 
organization man. Most decidedly 
he has not. But he ‘s now in @ 
position to give orders to Tamma.y 
rather than take them. 

Woman Is His Adviser. 

No story of the career of Gov. 
Smith would be complete without 
fome reference to Mrs. Henry Mos- 
kowitz. It is no exaggeration to 
say that she is the guiding genius 
of his campaign. A graduate of 
the teachers’ college of Columbia 
University, she was a prominent 
social worker before she became 
interested in politics. She went 
through the campaign of 1918 wit 
Smith and she has been his advisér 
ever since. 

With the exception possibly of 
Judge Proskauer, she is closer .o 


him politically than anyone else, 


She it is who looks over his for- 
mal speeches and irons out any 
rough spots. Mrs. Moskowilz °‘s 
now Director of. Publicity for the 
Democratic State Committee. She 
is a large, placid and extraordi- 
narily intelligent woman. 
The Man as He Is Today. 

Smith has traveled far since he 
went up to Albany as a Tammany 
Assemblyman. He has abandoned 
the old house on Oliver stteet, 
which he claimed ag his residence 
for so long, and when he conies 
down to New York now he lives 
at the Biltmore Hotel. When he 
fares afield he rides in the private 
car of his close friend, William F. 
Kenny, who used to be a gas in- 
spector and now is worth millions, 
made in contracting. 

One of the problems of his cam- 
paign, his friends say, has been 
to keep his old friends, like Ken- 
ny, from contributing their money 
too enthusiastically in his cam- 
paign. There is no doubt that if 
he wanted if, he could have a 
campaign fund of almost any sfe. 

Never Touched by Scandal. 

The man, as I have said, is baf- 
fling in his complexities. Out- 
standing. however, are the facets 
that he has given New York an 


; enlightened, business-like Govern- 
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ment, along genuinely prégressi | 
but not radical lines, woe tans ie 
scandal has ever touched him, in 
either hig private or his public life, 
The. best evidence that he is “on 
the level” is that his political en- 
emies, through several hard cam- 
paigns, have failed to place any 
taint upon him. Every effort to 
do so has proved a boomerang. 

Smith’s friends say that if elect- 
ed President be would surround 
himself with the best Cabinet ob- 
tainable—with such men, to name 
some of those who are already 
mentioned, as John W. Davis, Owen 
D. Young. Newton D. Baker and 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh. They 
say that he would quickly repair 
his ignorance of foreign affairs by 
consultation with experts, and that 
this would uniformly be his meth- 
od in dealing with the farm prob- 
lem and the other national prob- 
lems with which he is now unfa- 
miliar, 

There would be a certain advan- 
tage to the country, they hold, in 
an examination of these problems

Interested in Flying.

Pope Reads In Bed. 

Even then, before going to sleep, 
he reads in bed some of his favor- 
ite books. The Bible, Dante’s “Di- 
vine Comedy,” Marco Polo’s jour- 
neys, and Manzoni’s “The Be- 
trothed.” He is also a great ad- 
mirer of St. Thomas Aquinas, his 
“Summa Theologiae’” and his 
Summa Catholicae Fidel Contra 
Gentiles.” : 

Among modern books, he is very 
fond of “The Theoretical Essays 
On Natural Law," by:the Jesuit 
father,’ Taparelli d’Azeglio. When 
the Pope was a young man, he 
translated every night into Ger- 
man some of d’Anzeglio’s book, 
thus acquiring fluency in the Ger- 
man language. As a mat. 
ter of fact, besides Italian, 
he speaks fluently Latin, French 
and German, and reads English, 
Spanish, Creek, Portuguese and 
Polish. Indeed, he understands En- 
glish when it is spoken distinctly. 
Often, on receiving English-speak- 
ing people, he says to’ them: 
“Please speak slowly,” but-he can 
say only a few English phrases.

Nothing 
could be more abhorrent than the 
spectacle of a law-breaker making 
laws.”’ 


New Body Is Needed. 
But how to ascertain whether 
the laws have been violated? At 
present there exists nobody with 
the positive duty to inquire and 
report concerning nominations and 
elections. 
For the most part, the existing 
machinery is negative. 
Candidates. and parties are 
quired to report campaign acco 
t« the Clerk of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, but there is no audit 
and no inquiry into the accuracy 
of the reports unless sensational 
news reports, such as those of the 
Vare and Smith campaigns, result 
in a congressional investigation. 
This is a highly uncertain and in- 
direct method. 

Therefore, the third of Cut- 
ting’s measures is a bill to create 
a Federal Election Commission, to 
consist of five. members, to be 
elected at joint sessions of the two 
Houses of Congress. ‘ 

The Civil Service Commission 
would nominate 25 citizens who 
possess certain required qualifica- 
tions, and are “known to be with- 
out partisan prejudices or con- 
nections.” From those 25, the 
Senate and House, meeting togeth- 
er, would elect five to constituto 
the commission. 

This is to get around the presi- 
dential appointive power, which 
has been used to “pack” so many 
Federal boards and commissions. 

Duties of Commission. 

The duties of the Federal BHlec- 
tions Commission would be as fol- 
lows: f 

1. To receive, audit and have 
custody of all campaign reports, 
and to investigate and report on 
the legality of all nominations and 
elections to Federal offices. 

2. To receive the credentials of 
all Senators-elect and Representa- 
tives-elect, and report to the re- 
spective Houses concerning thcir 
legality. i 

3. To investigate and report to 
the House and Senate on each elec- 
tion contest. 


The commission would have no 
power to pronounce judgments or 
impose penalties. It would be 
solely a fact-finding body. On the 
basis of the facts reported, Con- 
gress and the courts would pass 
judgment—Congress as to the elig- 
ipflity of the candidates and the 
courts as to their guilt or inno- 
cence of violations.

. No candidate, after being nomi- 
nated, could spend more than $390,- 
000 in any State, or a total of 
more than $1,440,000. Moreover, 
the bill would make illegal any 
deficit, which, when added to the 
total expenditures, would bring the 
sum to more than the amount fixed 
above. That abolishes an exist- 
ing evil recently brought into bold 
relief by the forced confessions of 
Will H, Hays. It was disclosed 
in the Teapot Dome investigation 
that a deficit of more than §1,- 
000,000 remained after the Repub- 
Ucan campaigns of 1920 and 1922, 
principally in the form of loans. 
Of course, none of that money had 
beén accounted for in the reports 
of campaign contributions made 
prior ‘to and immediately after the 
elections. 

Similarly, the bill limits to $1000 
all contributions made after the 
elections. This would make ille- 
gal such gifts as the $160,000 do- 
nation of Harry F.. Sinclair and the 
$50,000 gifts of Meenas of the 
Treasury Mellon and the late John 
T. Pratt, which also were  dis- 
closed in the oil inquiry. It would 
prevent gov>rnmental favors or of- 
fiées from being bartered away for 
large contributions following elec- 
tions. 

It provides that all gifts must 
be made in the names of the ac- 
tual givers,'thus offtlawing “dum.- 
my” contributors, such as those 
who allowed the use of their names 
in masking the donation which 


deficit in 1923. 
Corrupt Practices Act. 

The fifth and final measure in 
Cutting’s program is a corrupt 
practices act governing the nomi- 
nation and election of Senators and 
Representatives. 


Existing laws place no limits on 
the sums which may be spent for 
such items as printing. postage, 
traveling expenses and the liike, 
with the result that the limitations 
which are imposed mean virtually 
nothing. Expenditures of almost 
any kind can be covered up under 
those headings, and frequently are. 


Cutting has proceeded in a tad- 
ically different direction, by ex- 
pressly stating the purposes for 
which money may be spent law- 
fully, and fixing limits on the 
amounts which may be expended 
for those purposes. 

Thus his bill states: “In sa came 
paign for nomination or election 
to the office of Senator or /Repre- 
sentative in the Congress of the 
United States, it shall be unlawful 
to expend money except for the 
purpose of presenting information, 
arguments and advice to the elec- 
tors as to the issues of the cam- 
paign and the qualifications of 
candidates, 


“A candidate or his duly author- 
ized agent or committee may law- 
fully present information, argu- 
ments or advice to the electors by 
the use of: (a) the malls; {b) the 
telephone; (c) the telegraph; (d) 
advertisements in newspapers or 
by posters or on bill boards; (¢) 
the radio; (f) personal solicitation. 
and (g) public meetings. 

“The cost of maintaining head- 
quarters, of hiring halls and speak- 
ers, and of employes to conduct the 
campaign, may be lawfully paid

As soon as contracts con be let, 
the Wabash Railway will begin 
erection of a large fruit auction 
house, as the community’s ccn- 
tral fruit market, on land it owns, 
between its tracks and Secon) 
street and extending 780 feet he- 
tween Franklin aveune and Carr 
street. 

The structure will cost $550,000 
or $600,000, and value of the land 
will bring the investment to more 
than $850,000.

At present, fruit auctions are

NEW “ROW” ON CHOUTEAU 


Solicitors Report They

Change Location. 


Plans for the néw Commission 


Row on Chouteau avenue in the 


vicinity of Compten avenue have

discovery. One part of the dining Sa- 
lon was so constructed that there was 
a space between thi wall and the steel 

the vessel It was an entirely 
unused and closed-off space, about two 
feet wide and fifteen feet in length, 
and it had been purposely left that 
way so that the dining salon wall 
would be in harmony with the deco- 
rative scheme, which would not have 
Seen the case if the wall had been 
built flush against the ship’s side.

And this was 

especially true of 
Basti. for he would certainly have no 
company with whom to while away 
the tedium of many days at sea The 
solution to this difficulty was obvious 
He would take along several books and 
read There would be no trouble, of 
course, in getting the books aboard 
That was easy. But the problem was 
in getting light by which to read them, 
because his cabin was pitch dark. An 
olert mind, however, delights in s01v- 
ine difficulties, and Signor Basti 
brought this one to a prompt and 
perfect solution He made an exien- 
sion from one of the ining salon 
liehts into his cabin, carefully conceal- 
ing the wire. He attached a socket 
and a bulb and his lighting system wae 
complete. Then he added one more 
touch to his arrangements There were 
large ornamental) figures which smil- 
ingly looked down from the walls in 
the salon. Through the mouth of one 
of these figures Basti bored a hole. By 
standing on bis chair he could thus look 
down upon the diners, odserve their 
‘able manners and at the same time 
listen to their enthusiastic approval of 
the way he had decorated the room in 
which they were eating. That was the 
finishing touch of a genuine artist, and 


when it was done, 
Basti's labors were 
com pleted. 

The ship was in- 
spected by officers 
and owners af the 
Lioyd Sabaudo Line 
and was soon ready 
to set forth on its 
maiden voyage to 
America. There was 
@ great rush. for 
bookings on the 
beautiful new ves- 
sel, and on April 4, 
when the Conte 
Grande sailed from 
Naples, amid good 
wishes and the jubi- 
lant tunes of the 
band, some of It- 
aly’s most distin- 
guished personages 
were on board: But 
there was one cab- 
in and one passen- 
ger on board that 
vessel not men- 
tioned in the ship’s 
Sailing lists. That 
passenger was 
Signor Vincenso 
Basti, artist, inter- 
lor decorator and 
stowaway de luxe. 

Basti had a plens- 
ant voyage. He had 
plenty to eat and to 
drink. He had a 
comfortable place to 
sleep. He had sev- 
eral interesting 
books to read and 
three times a day 
the best passengers 
on the ship assem- 
bled within his 
sight to provide him 
with diversion. In- 
deed, it could have 
been a much more 
trying voyage, and 
when the big vessel 
docked at New 
York, after eight 
days at sea, Signor 
Basti was quite contented. Before 
embarking at Naples, Basti had made 
elaborate inquiries. He had learned 
that without the proper papers he 
would not be ableto get off the 
rhip even after reaching America. 
He knew that there were various im- 
migration inspectors and he also knew 
that there is a guard stationed at-each 
vessel when ft comes from a foreign 
port to see that no one slips into the 
country who hasn't permission to do 
60. Thus, he knew that he would 
probably be caught if he tried to’ walk 
off with the passengers. If the immli- 
gration inspectors didn’t get him, a 
customs « official might.

Basti had even gone to the trouble of 
learning the exact time these lunches 
were to be held and which ones were 
not to take placé in the main dining 
salon, for it would be difficult to slip 
out of his cabin when a function was 
taking place there. Thus from the 
start he hadn't overlooked a detail 
His foresight would have done Na- 
poleon credit But—-— 


UT Signor Basti forgot to 

wind his watch. Now, many men 

forget more important things 
than that, and who would think that 
«uch a trifle was important in Basti's 
elaborate acheme? But it was impor- 
tant In fact, it proved his undoing 
He had let his watch run down, there- 
fore he had to guess at the time He 
did a little figuring and calculated 
as best he could under the circum- 
stances, that the hour had struck for 
him to step out of his cabin He 
walked out into a corridor To. bis 
surprise everything was still. If there 
were guests on board the ship thes 
were being unusually quiet. He 
couldn't quite understand it until he 
caught sight of a clock and discovered 
that it was 5 o'clock—-5 o'clock in the 
morning. There would certainly be 
no guests on board at that hour. To 
walk off the ship alone would result 
in his being stopped and questioned 
Basti then decided to return to his 
eabin and make another attempt.

N ALMOST every 
household there 
comes, sooner or 
later, a desperate 
crisis when little 
Rolla or little Win- 
ifred is caught in a 
flat lie. Or it may 
be Rolla’s teacher 
has sent a_ “rote 
home to the effect that the pride and 
joy of the family has been found cheat- 
ing or perhaps little Winifred holds 
out on the change from the grocery 
store. 

Now science is trying to find out 
why this should be true, parents hav- 
ing failed for an untold number of 
generations to give any satisfactory 
answer. Are children natural liars? 
Do they cheat and deceive because they 
are limbs of Satan, as the Puritans be- 
lieved? Or are they forced into dis- 
honesty in the stern process of grow- 
ing up in a world ruled by adults? Is 
there any way to teach children hon- 
esty? These are some of the questions 
that the Character Education Inquiry, 
under a grant furnished by the In- 
Btitute of Social and Religious Re- 
search, is asking. 

The investigators conducting the re- 
search are Dr. Hugh Hartshorne of 
Teachers’ College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York City, and Dr. Mark A. 
May of Yale. 

Under their direction 12,000 chil- 
dren have been measured during the 
past four years to find out where and 
why deception occurs and to aid in 
developing a scientific test of char- 
acter. The results, which may give 
Quite a jolt to more complacent par- 
ents, have just been made public in a 
volume which will be followed by 
others based on different types of 
tests. 

From the tests this average has been 
worked out: 


UT of every 99 children. 3 cheat 
() every chance they get, 4 cheat 9 

out of 10 times, 7 cheat & out of 
10 chances, 9 children cheat 7 out of 
10 chances, 10 cheat 6 out of 10 
chances, 13 cheat & out of 10 chances, 
13 cheat 4 out of 10 chances, 18 cheat 
3 out of 10 chances, 9 children cheat 
2 out of 10 chances, 6 cheat 1 out of 
10 chances and only 7 children do not 
cheat at all. 

The investigators arrived at these 
results by means of a variety of tests. 
In making one test of deception the ex- 
aminer stands before a classroom full 
of children. ‘Here is a sheet of pa- 
per with 10 circles on it,"’ he says. ‘‘! 
want you to shut your eyes and try to 
make a pencil dot in the center of each 
circle."’ 

The children poise their pencils, and 
close their eyes tight shut. But they 
find that getting dots into circles with 
eyes shut is hard. It is even harder 
than pinning the tail on the donkey at 
parties. The psychologist is not look- 
ing. Will the children peek? A very 
large proportion will, the experiments 
disclosed. 


In another experiment in honesty, 
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Chart showing 
relative degrees

the children were given a set of ques- 
tions to answer and then were allowed 
to score their own papers by using an 
answer sheet. Another day a similar 
test was given, but this time the chil- 
dren had no chance to improve their 
records by use of an answer sheet. The 
difference between what the child 
could do without the answer key and 
what he did when cheating was plain- 
ly indicated. More than 20 such hon- 
esty-conduct tests were used in testing 
school children in a number of cities. 

While aware of the value of the pay- 
chological data accumulated by these 
experiments, Dr. Ethel M. Riddle of St. 
Louis, psychologist for John Bur- 
roughs and Community schools and 
herself the possessor of a Ph. D. de- 
gree in psychology from Columbia Uni- 
versity, maintains that the tests were 
so constructed as to call forth, inev- 
itably, a dishonest reaction. 

‘‘That is merely my opinion,” Dr. 
Riddle says, ‘‘but I hold to the view 
that you get whatever you set out to 
get from the child. Therefore, if your 
test is constructed to call forth a dis- 
honest reaction you find dishonesty. 
Children are certainly not naturally 
honest. They have to be taught hon- 
esty, just as they have to be taught 
various skills and techniques. 

“All our work is pointed to that end. 
In the classroom and on the play- 
ground we try to create situations that 
will call forth honest reactions. Then, 
when we succeed in getting the re- 
action we want, we try to tndicate our 
approbation, as subtly as possible. 
avoiding any tendency to point the 
moral too obviously. 

‘Moral lectures seem to be of ut- 
terly no avail with children. I believe 
they are of no aid in teaching honesty. 
More often than not they would seem 
to call forth a reaction exactly oppo- 
site to that which is desired. Partic- 
ularly would this seem to be true with 
adolescents."’ 


HAT seems to be a natural ten- 
W dency in children to lie comes 
about, ‘Dr. Riddle believes. 
through the difficulties which the child 
encounters in adjusting himself to an 
adult world. If the parents are overly 
stern and harsh the child will natural- 
ly fall into the habit of lying in self- 
defense, she says. The same holds true 
of teachers in the schoolroom, Dr. Rid- 
dle maintains, and this fact was borne 
Out by the results of the tests. 

“Take the matter of naps, for exam- 
ple,”’ she says. ‘“‘The mother says to 
the child: ‘Now, go up and take your 
hap. Then, an hour later, when he. 
Or she, comes down, she asks: ‘Did 
you take your nap?’ Now, if the child

knows that if he says ‘Yes’ he will be 
rewarded and if he says ‘No’ he will be 
punished or at least reprimanded, it is 
obvious that he is going to give an af- 
firmative answer even though he has 
perhaps been reading or playing the 
entire hour. And, of course, when the 
child catches the parent in a He that 
is about the end of any regard for hon- 
esty that may have hitherto been held. 
“It sometimes seems that the adult 
deliberately creates situations that cal) 
forth dishonesty. I believe that chil- 
cren innately love candor, but, through 
‘the many, many fears that are built up, 
they fall into the habit of lying. Then, 
too, there is the real difficulty of smal! 
children to distinguish between what 
they imagine and what is real. This is 
a fact too little appreciated, I should 
say. Of course, we know so little defi- 
nitely about the scientific and intelli- 
gent way to train children. That ‘s 
why experiments such as these being 
made by Dr. May and Dr. Hartshorne 
are so important.’’ 


NERTAINLY the psychologists 
@ reached many interesting conclu- 
sions in correlating their data. 
Deception runs in families, in about 
the same way as intelligence runs in 
families, they found. It has not been 
proved that deception is inherited, the 
psychologists hasten to explain. But 
temperamental makeup and the home 
conditions of the family gre likely to 
work together to produce a family 
level of honesty. 

Children in poverty-stricken homes 
and children in broken families are 
mcre likely to be driven to dishonest 
practices than children in comfortable, 
well-organized households. In poor 
homes there is a constant struggle fer 
existence, and it is more difficult for 
the children to stick to honest dealing 
when they can see that cheating, lying 
and stealing would help them out of 
many a hard place. 

A surprising connection between the 
occupation of a father and the honesty 
of his children has been found. Chil- 
dren of unskilled laborers cheated 
more than was to be expected from 
children of their intelligence. Chil- 
dren of business men and artisans and 
children of professional men cheated 
less than other groups, the profession- 
al man’s children standing out promi- 
nentiy as the least deceptive group 
of all. 


“It is not surprising that children of

one level of occupation are somewhat 
alike in their behavior,” the authors of 
the report state. ‘“‘There are the tra- 


ditions, social contacts, codes, stand-— 


ards of dress and success which are 
the direct consequence of being the 
son of a plumber rather than the son 
of a street cleaner, the child of a col- 
lege professor rather than of a truck 
driver. 

“In a similar way cultural influ- 
ences associated with nationality, race 
and religion operate directly upon the 
child. The old codes and attitudes are 
kept alive by the church, newspapers, 
books and neighborly gossip. 

“Important as home and family are 
in shaping a child's attitude toward 
fair play, the school is still more of an 
influence. Deception spreads through 
certain gangs of children dnd through 
certain schools like a contagious dis- 
ease of character. In some classes not 
one child in the room cheated on cer- 
tain of the conduct tests. In other 
classes every child seized the opportu- 
nity to cheat on the same tests."’ 

In one of the tests given by the psy- 
chologists each child was. shown a 
sheet of paper covered with rows of 
letters and told to underline as many 
A's as possible before time was called. 
The children took this test twice. and 
were told that these were practice tests 
of their speed. Then they took the 
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“real test of speed,”’ 
sheet of letters. 

This time they scored their own 
speed, counting how many of the A's 
they had marked in the given time. 
With no one watching, it was a simple 
matter to mark a few more A’s while 
checking up their score. But the psy- 
chologist was not fooled. As a matter 
of fact, an individual does about as 
well on the first trial at this sort of 
work as he would do on the third or 
tenth trial. A child whose self-scored 
paper showed 14 more A’s marked 
than his practice sheets showed has 
certainly been juggling his score. 
] o« Dr. Riddle criticises. She be- 

lieves it encourages dishonesty. 
Other educators have made the same 
criticism since the results .of the test 
have been made public. 

The individual teacher does not play 
so large a part as might be expected 
in altering the tendencies of the chi)- 
dren who spend a year in her room, 
not sO large a part at any rate as the 
children play in shaping the charac- 
ters of one another, it was found. 

One striking fact shown by the tests 
is that children most frequently take 
to cheating in order to make good 
marks. The pressure of getting good 
grades at almost any cost is a powerful!

She pow- 
ders her nose before going to bat, but 
she can sock ‘em all over the lot if 
the pitchers put ‘em over, and she 
ean cover the right-field position bet- 
ter than any boy in her school of 250 
students. That is how she got the job 
and kept it. So far as records £0, 
she is the only girl in the United 
States playing on a regular high school 
team of boys in a regular high school 
league. 

It must be admitted 
isn’t exactly a siugger. She is too 
small for fence busting. But she is 80 
good at tapping out infield scratches 
and Texas leaguers and so skillful at 
eoaxing four bad ones from a pitcher 
that she stands fourth in’ the batting 
averages of her team. Walks aré her 
particular dish, and that is what makes 
her so valuable as a lead-off “man.”

within four years if she continues to 
play.

During 
an exhibition which preceded the open- 
ing game she played in the outfield 
for one inning and then played an- 
other inning in the infield.

System cheated less thar girls who did 
not have it. Yet the longer they were 
lu the organization, and the higher 
they rose in rank, the more they 
cheated.”’

deceptive as a group than those who 
did not attend, but the difference wat 
pronounced negligible. 

In one experiment the psychologists 
tried to find out whether teaching of 
ideals does carry over into a child’s be 
havior when the child really links UP 
the lesson with his own conduct. The 
experimenter stepped up to the biack- 
board and wrote, ‘Honesty is the best 
policy,”’ just before giving a test. He 
left the room while the  childrea 
scored their own papers, so that cheat: 
ing was easy. Later, in another 
periment, he wrote on the board, “God 
loves an honest man.” 

In this series of tests the childre® 
who had religious training grew pro 
gressively more honest as the idea of 
honesty and then the idea of God were 
introduced: Children who did not st 
tend religious schools got progressively 
less honest in the same circumstances 

It is hoped that a scientific guide 
for training children in honesty will be 
the result of the whole series of ¢% 
periments and reports, on which & 
great deal of time, money and energy 
is being expended. The psychologists 

do not hold out any roseate hopes of 8 
millennium when all children will be 
as honest as George Washington® 
earliest biographers made him out % 
be. But they believe that when all 
their results have been recorded it will 
be possible to tell just why a child /2 
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any given circumstance lies and that 
with this knowledge the tendency may Py

Instead of trailing the class, with her 
mind only on athletics, she is among 
the leaders. In the last semester ex- 
amination, she was fifth in the general 
average standings. Not only that, but 
she sings in the glee club, holds a 
place in the student council and takes 
part in amateur theatricals. All this 
besides winning four letters in athiet- 
ics. Her ambition is to go to the 
University of Illinois when she fin- 
ishes high schoo! and study physical 
culture. She wants to be a physical 
culture teacher in some university or 
girls’ school. 

Both students and townspeople here 
in Griswold feel deeply indebted to 
Alice. She has awakened new interest 
in the schoo! and its activities. Since 
she started playing baseball the County 
Board of Education has been so awak- 
ened by Griswold’s team that they 
have decided the high school is much 
too small for 250 students. So plans 
have been made for a modern new 
building, to be started as soon as the 
present term is out. And in the con- 
struction of this, special attention wil! 
be given to athletic facilities. There 
will be a new gymnasium and better 
playgrounds. There is even talk of 
naming the new school, or at least the 
gymnasium, for Alice Buckman, a gir! 
who can forget she is a girl on the 
playing field, and yet become a gir! 
again when the game is over.

According to news that has 
seeped out through the tall ring 
of Thibetan mountains, the gen- 
tlemen of the yak country have 
organized a men’s rights cam- 
paign that recently culminated in 
a parade of striking husbands. 
Accompanied by charm boxes, 
prayer wheels and fluttering pen- 
nants that read “Down With Ty- 
rannical Women!” numbers of 
married men paraded the streets 
of Lhasa, demanding more re- 
spect for their sex and a_ kind 
word now and then from the.head 
of the house. 

At the risk of becoming what 
Thibet considers unmasculine, 
some of the braver ones have even 
gone so far as to draw up a set 
of demands. They ask, among 
ther things, for financial inde- 
pendence, a single standard of 
morality. only one husband to a 
wife, the right of widowers to re- 
marry and equal privileges of di- 
vorce. 

Apparently being seven feet tal! 
is not much of a help to the har- 
ried husbands of Thibet. For 
countiess centuries the little wom- 
en of Lhasa and way stations have 
kept the masculine world firmly 
fixed under their yellow and high- 
ly umnmanicured thumbs. Accord- 
ing to the reports of travelers, a 
husband is rated no higher than 
a last year’s mah-jongg score. The 
trouble is that he so often comes 
in wholesale lots, few indeed be- 
ing the women who haven't more 
than one husband. Four is said 
to be a highly popular number, 
which is fortunate if the wife 
happens to be fond of the Thi- 
betan equivalent of “Sweet Ade- 
line,”’ sung as a quartet. 


HE supremacy of the Cen- 
tral Asian wife begins with 


the marriage ceremony 
Throughout it all, the groom or 
grooms have a dezree of im- 
portance that can be expressed 
Oniy to the right of the deci- 
Mal point, their chief consolation 
being that they at least have 
company in their hour of afflic- 
tion. If, as generally happens, a 
girl marries a family of brothers. 
Only the eldest is obliged to xO 
through all the rites. The others 
take the oath in unison at the end 
af the service, the general effect 
being that of the swearing in of a 
jury. 

When the husbands’ party sets 
forth to fetch the bride they must 
stop at nine cairns of stone set up 
by her friends and warble her 
praises at each pile. If their ad- 
jectives are lacking in fervor and 
robustness. or if the melody is 
what a Thibetan would consider 
off key, the lady's adherents in- 
dignantly knock down the cairn.
